THE 1'ARDOSIHG POTYEtt. 


Tho attention of a portion of the 


press has lately been directed to tho 
increase of criminal offenses in Cal- 
ifornia and especially in San Fran- 
cisco. The published report of the 
police indicate that the officers have 
been industrious, and the courts 
generally seom to have performed 
their duties in the way of punish- 
ing offenders. 
It is possible that 


the frequent exercise of the pardon- 
ing power by the Governor has em- 
boldened to action a great many who 
otherwise would have stopped in 
their criminal pursuits here and 
sought other fields for the practice 
of their profession. Good behavior 
alone should not entitle a convict to 
his freedom. The object of tho law 
is not mtrely to punish, but to alao 
deter others from committing crime. 
Thore are so many loopholes by 
•nliieh criminals may hope to escape 
tho legal consequences of the guilt, 
that when there is added to them 
the probability of a pardon, the 
vicious clement of society are em- 
boldened to take greater chances 
against detection and arrest. Every 
pardon made public through the 
press has just sueii an effect upon 
the professionally criminal classes as 
•would result from the offer of a pre- 
mium for the commission of crime. 
It is one more chance added to 
numerous others which criminals 
rely upon to escape from punish- 
dent.

THE PKOCES3 OF SMELTING 


May be described is follows: In the 
first-place the ore to be reduced ia 
piled on the upper.floor of the main 
building. There are two blast fur- 
naces, resting1 upon the groundfloor 
of the basement, the brick chimneys 
rising to a height of thirty feet above 
the roof. There are openings at the 
top"6fthe furnaces just above the 
level of the upper floor, and the ore 
is shoveled into the furnaces through 
these openings, and mixed with dif- 
ferent fluxes, such as metalie iron, 
iron ore, slag, etc., the proportions 
of -which are kept, secret. At the 
bottom oi each furnace is a large ba- 
sin -which receives the melted metal. 
It is so constructed that the slag 
which rises can be ran off the sur- 
face of the meltedvlead and »ilver, 
•while on'an other: side the furnace 
can be tapped, and the valuable 
metals taken out and moulded into 
large bars or^' slugs. Some of the 
slag is used again as flux, but most 
of it is thrown out.

The bars thus moulded 
from the melted' 'metal run from the 
furnaces is taken to ano ther part of 
the building alnd placed in immense 
iron kettles o a capacity of eigh- 
teen .ton* eaehVre-melted and heated 
to a temperature that will melt zinc. 
A certain quantity'of zinc is then 
added to take • up the silver. It is 
then cooled down, and the zinc and 
silver.skinned from the;,surface of 
the^lead. 'i vtPhe- lead remaining' is 
then heated.to a red.heat,:and at the 
proper temperature a jet of steam is 
introduced and the lead boiled until 
all the zinc and , antimony is re-

A cargo of 125 tons, recently 
arrived from England, is now being 
brought over on sloops from tho ves- 
sel ifhioh lies atanoli or in the bay,and 
is being unloaded at Clark's Landing. 
The bullion, from the -smelting fur- 
naces averages about 60 ounces of 
silver to the ton. Occasionally there 
is a much higher percentage.

The test papers showed 
ozone to exist in the atmosphere in 
considerable quantity.

tion induce epidemical disease? 


IKCEBASE OF ZTMOTIC DISEASES. 
The great increase of zymotic dis- 


ease during the month seems to be 
from the continuation of the appar- 
ent epidemic influence inducing 
diphtheria. 
The total number of 


deaths from this disease as reported 
amounted to almost one-fourth of the 
•whole 
number, from 
all other 


causes, and probably more, as the 
three carses reported as croup -were 
•without much doubt, diphtheria! 
croup, making sixteen cases in all 
or nearly one-third of all the deaths. 


The disease seemed not only to be 


epidemical, but to some extent eri- 
flemical, effecting certain localities 
in tho city more than others, noj 
only with the number of_ cases, but 
also in -violence and fatality.

sions with primary causes unknown, 
also 'in fl»e Class Developmental, 
lour deaths #re reported from debil- 
ity 
These, with the sixteen deaths 


from diphtheria, make nearly one,- 
half of tho total number of deaths 
during tha month.
